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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed April 25, 2005 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant alleges that "since Snnith is already directed to reducing power consumption in electronic devices, there is no motivation to 
include a register in the power control manager 1 of Smith for storing data indicating logic states of the shutdown signals". Examiner 
reminds Applicant that constant improvements are one favorable attribute encouraged by the patent system. Even if Smith is "already 
directed to reducing power consumption in electronic devices", there should be no hindrance to any one with ordinary skill in the art to 
further improve on Smith by including "a register in the power control manager 1 of Smith for storing data indicating logic states of the 
shutdown signals" in order to provide a way for controlling power consumption amongst multiple functional blocks through various 
detecting means [Matoba: col.1, 1.60 - col. 2, 1.52]. 

Applicant alleges that "Smith teaches away from using a register in the power control manager 1 because the power control manager 1 
operates in response to the addresses received on the system bus 9..." Examiner appreciates Applicant's concession that power control 
manager 1 does operate "in response to the addresses received on the system bus 9". Applicant's concession is important because it 
provides formidable evidence that inherently, there is some kind of register in the broadest interpretation in the power control manager 1, 
in order for the power control manager 1 to operate in response to the addresses received on the system bus 9. Without some kind of 
register [e.g., gates, flip-flops], power control manager 1 would not be able to receive any responses or perform any of the "continuous" 
function that Applicant has cited in Remarks [registers in the broadest interpretation are needed for storing and referencing in all 
operations]. Applicant's concession may be used for future prosecution purposes. 
As demonstrated above, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the rejections are maintained.. 
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
